The trial of Charles O. Ross, former 
Black Studies Division director of 
Ohio State University, scheduled for 
April 24, may be delayed again. Ross, 
at @ press conference last week, said 
he would move ahead with action to 
file appeats for federal court hearing 
which would conceivably cause a post- 
ponement of his Municipal Court trial, 

Ross made the statement after 
Municipal Court Judge G.W. Fais over- 
ruled several motions filed by attorneys 
for the former Black Studies director.

Black high school players are dominating the basetball 
scene down in Texas. Dallas Roosevelt defeated Wheatley of 
Houston 111-109 in the semi-finals of the Texas State High 
HUE RL ae went day te) 
win the title by beating San Antonio Jefferson 68-63. 

The Roosevelt-Wheatley game was a classic. The 
Mustangs from Dallas outran and outshot the Wildcats from 
Houston, who have been one of the big guns in the 
Longhorn state. These two black teams had the 8,000 fans in 
Gregory Gym on the University of Texas campus jumping. 

Coach Ellis Davis of Dallas had this to say about his 
team's success: ‘They say we play hully-gully basketball. We 
have patterns. If they are too dumb to pick up patterns 
because we move the ball fast that is their fault.” 

“If they come up to our. place, we will run it in slow 
motion and let them see it. Then they will know we are run- 
ning patterns, We have options in our patterns,” he added 
“We are going to do the same thing if you are setting up in 
the way.” 

A game Cleveland East Tech; Ohio's Class AAA Cham- 
pions, and Dallas Roosevelt would provide more running 
than a track meet. Both of these teams believe in running 
and shooting. 

San Antonio Jefferson tried to slow down the game 
against Roosevelt, but the Dallas team adjusted very well to 
the controttype of basketball. 

Roosevelt's leading scorer, Ira Terrell, a 6-7 center, set a 
record when he tossed in 45 points in the opening game 
against Wheatley. Our counterpart Ralph Cooper of the For- 
Ward Times, a black Houston newspaper, described Terrell’s 
performance in the following manner: 

“The Senior Center with the quickness of a cheetah was 
just great against Wheatley. He tipped in shots, layed some 
in backwards, and showed more movies than some of the 
best ballet dancers, He hit 21 of 23 attempts from the field 
and three. of three free throws. He was so- hot he made the 
sun feel like ice and could have melted butter on his finger- 
tims.” - , 

“LT, also did his thing on the board against the Wild- 
cats," Cooper said. ‘Jumping like a young Valery Brumel 
and John Thomas, he pulled down 30 rebounds," 

Cooper was really disgusted with the officiating at the 
State tournament. He let his wrath be known when he said, 
“The state class-4A basketball meet isa classic but could be 
much better if the officiating was better, The calls by the of- 
ficials in the Wheatley-Roosevelt game brought the at- 
mosphere in Gregory Gym to a hostile state because of the 
fact that two slow officials were calling the game.”

High School finals over the coals. He further stated that 
younger officials call games in the NBA than the ones who 
handled the high schoo! tournament in: Austin. Since they 
can't keep up with the young high school players, Cooper 
felt that they should bse be raplaced nect year. 

“Another thing,” he said, “more Black officials are 
needed for this tournament. The tournament is getting more 
Black representation each year so why not more Black of- 
ficials. As usual there was one-in the Class 7A-finals,” he 
concluded, - 

Several weeks ago this column stated that Black of- 
ficials should be used more in the city high school league 
and the Central District tournament. There was a black of- 
ficial printed on the cover page of the 1972 Central District 
Class AAA official programs but no Black official was used 
in the tournament; 

Every local high school coach who made a name for 
himself in basketball in our city did it with black players. 
There are a few black officials around but they can't get 
enough games to qualify for the Central District tournament. 

How much experience is needed to officiate in a tour- 
nament? In the Columbus Class AAA Region Tournament, 
we noticed one official had four years of experience and 
three years of tournament experience. This means that after 
one year experience he started officiating tournaments. His 
partner for the game that night had a revord of nine years of 
tournment experience out of the 10 years officiating. 

There were other officials who tournament records 
showed 7 of 11, 13 of 15, 7 of 14, and 8 of 13, There several 
others we didn't record, Lewis Yancy of Newton Falls was 
the only black referee to officiate in the Columbus Region 
Tournament. :

The Joint Center for 
Political Studies, a 
Washington based non-profit 
and non-partisan 
organization established to 
assist “minority=etected “orfi- 
cials and to develop general 
Political awareness among 
blacks, has compiled: exten- 
sive data on potential black 
voting strerigth. 

The Center's research 
team, led by Dr. C. Vernon 
Gray. has released in its 
Research Bulletin, Vol. 1, No. 
3. materials which include: 1) 
Black Voting Age Population 
(VAP) by State: 2) Black VAP 
for Cities over 50,000 Total 
Population and over 20% 
Black VAP: 3) Population 
Figures for Congressional 
District over 30% Black; 4) 
Infosmation pertaining to 


Presidential Nominating Con- 
vention Delegate Selection 
and the Black Vote; and 5( 
Black VAP by Counties for 
Counties over 30% Black. 


One of the revelations 
gleaned from the material is 
the probability of the election 
of two additional black 
congressman in November 
1972. The statistics revealed 
that a new district, the 37th in 
Los Angeles, California, is 
likely to elect a black 
congressman. Although no 
southern district presently is 
represented by a black, 
recent redistricting is likely 
to produce a black 
congressman from the 18th 
district in Texas (Hiystib) 
which (Houston) which is 
40% black.

New Bill 

The Ohio House of 
Representatives has taken a 
step toward implementing 
better cosumer protection 
laws by passage of Senate 
Bill 24.

The United Negro College Fund 
(UNCF), is one national movement of 
which black Americans can be 
justifiably proud. For through 
UNCF's sponsorship, hundreds of 
blacks who would otherwise be 
unable to attend college. are 
graduating from institutions of 
higher learning every year. 


In Columbus and Franklin County, 
it is of interest to note that a sub- 
stantial amount of financial support 
has come from the black community. 
it is also significant that UNCF 
reports that no other county in the 
state can boast of such a large num- 
ber of contributions. 

AS we see it, in today’s world, 
things are changing so fast that 
built-in obsolescence becomes’ a 
factor in everyone's life. Whether 
you are selecting acar, buying new 
clothes, or choosing a job, there are 
a few things that don't lose their 
value and become old fashioned. 


A college education is one thing 
that does not become an old hat. If 
anything, its value steadily increases 
with age and frequent use. America’s 
fast paced social and scientific 
culture is constantly changing and 
creating new jobs that require a

The member institutions of UNCF 
provide a unique learning environ- 
ment for students who are. interested 
in attending predominantly black 
colleges.

It has been estimated that each 
Student enrolled in a UNCF member 
institution costs the college $1000 
above the costs of room and board 
and tuition. The UNCF has been 
raising the money to make up the 


difference from corporations, foun-& 


dation and individuals. 


A recent demographic study of 
contributions in Columbus, revealed 


that 95 per cent of black teachers 


averaged a gift of $6.99 or better: 
black doctors, $50, per person or 
more; black civil service employees, 
city, State and federal, $5 per gift. 


Twenty major black organizations, 
such as CMACAO, ECCO, Columbus 
Urban League and various civic and 
Social clubs are furnishing volun- 
teers in addition to financial con- 
tributions. Eighty-three per cent of 
the gifts are from large corporations, 
foundations and wealthy individuals 
and 17 per cent from black con- 
tributors, 


Gifts from the middie market com- 
panies in Columbus listed in Dun 
and Bradstreet are $136.92. The 
million dollar market companies 
averaged $387.10. Gift averages from 
other companies not rated by Dun 
and Bradstreet were $118.49, 
Nationally Fortune companies 
donated an average of $5,000 or 
more. Overall gift average shows 
corporations and foundations con- 
tributing 53. per cent to the Colum- 
bus campaign, with 47 per cent 
coming from individuals. 


When comparing three major sour- 
ces of UNCF donation, Fortune Cos., 
Million Dollar and Middle Market 
Cos., the gifts from black community 
should be rated excellent. For to us, 
Calumbus black citizens have 
demonstrated that they recognize 
the meed for higher education of the 
quality provided py the United Negro 
College Fund institutions.

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The passing of Adam Clayton 
Powell, the former New York Congress- 
man, pastor and dedicated. civil_rights 
leader, was treated more or less as a 
routine matter by the daily media, both 
printed and electronic. But in spite.of 
this routine treatment, and in spite of his 
many glaring faults, he could always be 
counted on to stand up for the rights of 
black citizens. 

Adam Clayton ®awell was flashy, 
arrogant, handsome, educated and con- 
ducted himself in a manner considered 
by many as unbecoming fora Minister of 
the Gospel. He was black by choice and 
not by complexion, but unlike many of 
our brothers of color, it can be truthfully 
Said that he was not an Oreo turned in- 
side out. 

Many observers believe that it was 
Powell's good looks, his political 
acumen his constant neediing of white 
Congressmen, and his notorious 
arrogance, that brought about his down- 
fall in the U.S. Congress. However, it is 
predicted here that Powell will go down 
in history, black history that is, along 
with Walter White, Roy Wilkins, Martin 
L. King Jr, and Whitney M. Young Jr., as 
the greatest champions of civil rights of 
the century. r

No other “blackman. in the United 
States’ history attained a position of 
legislative power as great as that held by 
Adam Clayton Powell at the peak of his 
career. 

As an orator, rabble rouser, Adam had 
few equals. 

‘All his life, Adam Clayton Powell had 
plenty of everything, including human 
weakness. His 63 years of living was 
mostly as a gadfly. Ever flamboyant, un- 
predictable, Adam, nevertheless, was 
brilliant, militant, and a relentless fighter 
for black people. 

| first met Adam, as most people called 
him, in Chicago in 1942 at the conven- 
tion of the Negro Newspaper Publishers. 
In addition to his church duties, he was 
publishing a newspaper in Harlem and, 

had secured the backing of Marshall 
Fields, the liberal heir to the Field's 
Department store fortune. 

Again, during World War |1, Adam and 
| met. in Chicago as part of an inspection 
delegation to Great Lakes Training 
Station. ; 

Adam Clayton Powell entered politics 
in New York when, in 1941, he ran for 
Alderman and won easily. It was at this 
point in his_life that he began to mix 
politics and-eligion. 

Adam's father was a pious and power- 
ful preacher. He built Abyssinia Baptist 
Church into the largest Protestant mem- 
bership.in. America,— 

One of Rev. Powell's admonitions that 
his son failed to live by, was this 
Statement: “When we fail to practice the 
highest moral standards known to us, we 


__become loose in our actions.and con- 


duct and finally drift into moral bankrup- 
tey."" : 

In retrospect, today, it seems that, in 
this statement, the father was foretelling 
the life of his son. 

In telling in his autoblography about 
his son's selection to. succeed him, Rev. 
Powell, senior said: ‘‘The night the 
church made me Pastor Emeritus, the 
Joint Boards were appointed by the 
church to recommend another pastor. 
Two weeks from that night in the same 
foom, members stood in the aisles and 
against the walls and listened to ‘the 
Joint Boards. unanimously recommend A. 
Clayton Powell, Jr., to become pastor of 
Abyssinian Church as of November +1, 
1937." 

As a boy, Adam, Jr., was the darling of 
his mother. In an interview in 1956, Adam 
said: “My mother gave me $100,000 in 
cash over a period of years from the time 
! was at Colgate until she died. And, it 
ain't never been published.” i 

When Powell came on the national 
scene, because of his complete indepen- 
dence, he was the fore runner of the 
militant blacks that were to initiate into 


Telephone solicitation is a long- 
established sales tool in the American 
economy. Any attempt to deny it to any 
legitimate businessman of salesman is 
clearly a restraint of trade that could 
never stand the test of constitutionality. 

Nevertheless it is not at all surprising 
to find one of our major Cleveland 
newspapers agonizing over the use of 
the telephone by real estate salesmen in 
soliciting listings -in—‘‘tive eastern 
suburbs" of Cuyahoga County, whose 
overly protective officials are up-in-arms 
over the possibility that the telephone 
may become an innocent instrumentality 
in cracking the walls of exclusion long 
erected against ‘invasion’ of these 
largely lily-white communities by a 
growing corps of affiuent blacks. 

While claiming that its encouragement 
of stiff legislation aimed at banning the 
use of “unwanted telephone or personal 
real estate solicitations” js not aimed at 
slowing racial integration, the editorial 
implies that suburbanites who are in- 
duced to sell their properties to- blacks 
frequently do so at a sacrifice, thus 
enriching the alleged unscrupulous 
realtors and realtists. 

This argument flies in the face of the 
facts. In virtually every instance where a 
white suburbanite sells his property to a 
black, whether through a white realtor or 
a black realtist, he finds that he can hold 
out for a premium price, 

He can do so simply because the basic 
laws of economics are irrevocably in his - 
favor. The supply of decent homes in 
decent neighborhoods available to

American life and struggle, the civil 
rights fight that eventually brought many 


lec 49.the Joretront. er 
n 1944 when-he was elected fo the 


U.S. Congress, the second black man 
from the North, he served notice on the 
racist Congressmen, especially those 
fromthe South, that he would battle 
them to the finish on Negro rights. 

During all the turbulent years he ser- 
ved in Congress, he lived up to this 
promise. He broke down the barriers of 
segregation in the House dining room, 
steam baths, showers and barber shops. 

He fought relentlessly. for legislation to 
force desegregation of public schools. 
He played an important part in the 
passage of the 1961 Minimum Wage Bill, 
the Manpower Dévelopment and Training 
Act, the Vocational Educational Act, and 
the National Defense Education Act. 

As chairman of the House Labor ‘and 
Educational Committee, he was one of 
the most powerful men in Congress 
And, let it be noted, he used:this power 
to its fullest. Many southerners cringed 
before him as he strode majestically 
through Committee meetings and 
sessions of Congress, demanding and 
getting every ounce of respect due him. 

This made him unpopular with most 
whites, but, stood him in solid with 
blacks. 

Adam was no slave to political parties. 
In 1965, he bolted the Democratic party 
and supported Dwight D, Eisenhower for 
_president..| brought. him to Cleveland for 
@ Repubdtican-Eisenhower rally; We 
packed Temple Baptist Church. Until 
Carl Stokes, no other Negro Democratic 
leader had the courage and guts to bolt 
their party in an election and still be 
respected in the party. 

When, after years of physical 
déterioration and neglect of Con- 
gressional duties, and |egal battles 
over a libel suit, Powell was finally strip- 
ped of his seniority-and fined $25,000, by 
the House, a great man began a sad 
decline. The black people lost one of 
their great leaders. It will be years before 
another Negro Congressman heads a 
major Congressional Committee. 

Adam Clayton Powell, despite his 
brilliance and greatness, faltered in the 
heat of battle. Martin Luther King picked 
up the mantle, but his life too was cut 
short. : 

One writer said this about Adam: “He 
was at once the leader of the largest 
church congregation in the nation, a 
political demagogue, a Congressional 
rebel, a civil rights leader three decades 
before the Montgomery bus boycott, a 
wheeler-dealer, a rabble-rouser, a grand- 
stander, a fugitive, a playboy and, a most 
effective chairman of the House Gommit- 
tee on Education and Labor. 

No matter how You look atit, the death 
of Adam Clayton Powell is a big loss and 
a great tragedy.
